AGREEMENT REACHED. 


Discussion in the Senate Regarding Tuber- 
culosis Likely to Be Short. 

The discussion on the bill providing for 
the inspection of domestic animals sup- 
posed to be tuberculosis will be resumed 
on Tuesday next in the Senate. 

It will probably not be very lengthy, 
as an agreement has been reached by 


the advocates and opponents of the use 


of tuberculin as a diagnostic agent. 
An amendment, which has been prac- 
tically agreed to by the opponents of 


tuberculin provides that nothing con- 
tained in last year’s law shall be con- 
strued as authorizing or conferring ‘au- 
thority for the use of tuberculin as a 
diagnostic for detecting the disease 
known as tuberculosis in any domestic 
animal or animals without the consent 
of the owner or persons in possession 
thereof, but this shall not apply to herds 
in which any animal or animals have 
been condemned by a physical examina- 
tion and found to be tuberculous; nor to 
animals brought into the commonwealth 
from any other states.

MEN THREATENED TO KILL, 


Could Not Get Their Money and More Armed 
Sheriffs Were Called In, 
(Special Dispatch to the Boston Herald.) 

NEW YORK, April 4, 1895. The men 
on strike at the Staten Island terra cot- 
ta and lumber works at Spa Springs, 
near Woodbridge, N. J., showed signs of 
violence again this morning. 

Robert W. Lyle, who is acting under 
the receivers, gave out word yesterday 
that the men would be paid this morn- 
ing. The money was not forthcoming, 
and the menj who are mostly Hunga- 
rians, Slavs and Poles, gathered about 
the place, and refused to let any one go 
to work, Threats were made that they 
would kill the first man who entered 
the works. 

The attempt to raise $25,000, the 
amount necessary to pay the workmen 
in full, was unsuccessful} because of the 
increasing threats, 

Bacot and Record, the lawyers who 
were appointed receivers of the com- 
pany, called on Sheriff Serviss of Mid- 
dlesex county for better protection. 
Twenty-five deputy sheriffs, armed with 
pistols and clubs, went to Spa Springs 
this morning.

FALL OF THIRTY-FIVE FEET, 2 


Two Painters at Work on a Church in 
Kittery, Me., Seriously Injured,

Cattle, in order to be used for food 
by the Hebrews, must be killed by their 
own butchers, and the operation is 
something like this: The ox is driven 
into the slaughter room, where it is 
seized and a rope fastened to one hind 
leg.

NASHUA, N. H., April 5, 1895. Bank 
Commissioners Lyford and Hatch com- 
pleted this noon’ their examination of 
the affairs of the Nashua Savings 
Bank, which was temporarily enjoined 
10 days ago from doing business. 

They state that the institution is ab- 
solutely solvent and capable of paying 
all depositors in full. 

The injunction will be at once modi- 
fied, so that the bank may resume busi- 
ness, paying a percentage of deposits 
as demanded at first and following with 
larger payments of the demand contin- 
ues, aS securities can be advantageously 
turned. 

The bank will be reorganized, and re- 
sume business at once. A meeting’ of 
the incorporators will be held early next 
week, and a new set of trustees chosen, 
and they, in turn, will choose a new 
board of officers. 

This official declaration is good news 
to the people here and in surrounding 
towns. With nearly $3,000,000 of deposits 
and an existence of more than 40 years, 
the bank’s list of patrons is very large, 
and includes very many of the indus- 
trial classes as well as the farming peo- 
ple in adjacent towns. It is said that a 
great majority of the families of Am- 
herst, Greenfield, Hudson and WTollis 
had accounts there.
